And isany perſon ſhall a& contrary to this Order after publication here»f , every of them ſhall forteir tor the firſt offence Fifry-ſhillings, forthe 
' ſecond 5.1. Scotch, and ſo double upon every detanlt; Andthe Many lo Levied (as in the former Order is expreſſed) is to be diſpoſed ofro ſuch 
-. Souldiers as ſhall finde them {o doing: And it any Souldiers ſnail be found Guilty herein,chey are co be broughr before me,that ſuch puniſhmene 
may be infli&:d upon them 8s ſhall be chought fic : AaG leaſt any ſhould plead ignorance herein,it is Ordered that this bePrinted and Publiſhed 
by Beat of D:ume.
